He possessed a robust constitution 
and health proof. against all iliness, 
which rendered him fit for the work 
by which he is distinguished. Thus 
God, who disposes all things wisely. 
and had destined him to become an 
apostle of the lepers, not only guided 
the events that determined his life 
but also endowed him with those qual 
ities, both physical and natural, whiel

The principal facts of our re- 
demption are commemorated by 
the feasts of Christmas, Easter, 
and Pentecost. 
| Christmas commemorates “the 
‘coming of the Redeemer ;” East- 
‘er, “the work of redemption ;” 
| Pentecost, “the application of the 
graces of redemption.” Christ- 
mas, Easter, and Pentecost are 
therefore the central feasts of 
the Church Year. 

How is the Church Year ar- 
ranged? 

The Church Year is arranged 
in three periods or cycles. Each 
cycle has a central feast. The 
Cycle takes its name from the 
central feast. Thus we have the 
Christmas Cycle, the Easter Cy- 
cle, the Pentecost Cycle. The 
time before the central feast is 
the preparation for the feast; 
the time after the centra! feast 
is the after-celebration of the 
feast. The preparation is re- 
mote and proximate. The re- 
mote preparation is the time be- 
fore the vigil of the feast; the 
proximate preparation is the vi- 
gil. The after-celebration is 
proximate and remote. The 
proximate after-celebration is 
the Octave of the feast; the re- 
mote, the time after the Octave. 

What part of the year does 
each cycle comprise?
